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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's argument that Figure 1 
clearly shows the configuration of the Applicant's invention, it is noted that the configuration is not clearly recited in the rejected claims. 
Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, and accompanying drawings, limitations from the specification are not read 
into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

In response to the Applicant's arguments that the prior art does not disclose an authentication apparatus, which determines if 
communication is allowed between two devices, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. In rejecting the limitation, the Examiner cited figure 
2a, specifically items 204, 206a, and 206n, which illustrate a firewall and Internet Service Providers, respectively. The Examiner holds that 
it is the purpose of a firewall, as well as Internet Service Providers, to determine whether to allow communication between two devices. 
Therefore, since Fortenberry discloses at least the use of firewalls, which determine whether to allow communication between two 
devices, the rejection is maintained. 
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
